The terrifying incident happ¬ 
ened at Foxburrow Close bet¬ 
ween 9.30pm and 10.30pm on 
Saturday. 

The teenager had been followed by a 
man as she walked her dog along 
Cambridge Way Howe Road and onto 
the old railway line. 

He grabbed her round the waist and 
attempted to touch her inappropriately 
But when the man lunged at her she 
pushed him in the stomach and 
shouted, and he ran off. 

A police spokesman said the girl was 
unhurt, but very shaken after the 
incident, adding: “Any report of an 
offence of this nature we take very 
seriously and look into fully”. 

Acting Sergeant Kelly Waggett of 
Haverhill police, said: “This was a 
frightening attack on a teenage girl 
which has left her shaken and 
distressed. 

“The offender has followed her quite 
some way and I would appeal for any¬ 
one who may have seen the victim 
walking her dog along this route, or the 
man walking in the same area, to 
contact Haverhill police as a matter of 
urgency.” 

The man is described as being of 
slim build and wearing tracksuit 
bottoms, a hooded top with the hood up, 
and white trainers.

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Sheltered homes to close for &2.5m upgrade 


ELDERLY residents in 
their 80s and 90s have 
been told their run-down 
sheltered housing comp¬ 
lex will close. 

Horace Eves Close in 
Withersfield Road, Hav¬ 
erhill, has 18 bed-sits and 
six one-bedroom flats, but 
Havebury Housing plans 
to close it and redevelop 
the site at a cost of £2.5 
million over the next two 
years. 

It will create 16 self- 


contained general needs 
flats, five of which will be 
designed for people with 
special needs. 

Karen Mayhew, dir¬ 
ector of housing for Have¬ 
bury, said the complex, 
built in 1975, was in poor 
condition and did not 
meet modern standards. 
Site constraints meant it 
could not easily be up¬ 
graded as sheltered 
housing, so it had been 
decided to move elderly 


residents elsewhere. 

Residents will be given 
£4,400 to compensate 
them for the loss of their 
homes, all removal costs 
will be met, and all re¬ 
moval services provided. 

They will be offered a 
choice of accommodation 
to move into, either at 
new flats being built in 
York Road, or at one of 
Haverhill’s other shelt¬ 
ered accommodation 
schemes. 


Five of the homes are 
already empty 
Ms Mayhew said: “No- 
one will be homeless and 
everyone will be given 
every assistance in mov¬ 
ing into their new homes. 

“We are telling every¬ 
one early so that they 
have plenty of time to 
prepare for the move. We 
are confident that homes 
more suited to their needs 
can be found in Haverhill, 
if that is what they want. 


“We have not applied 
for planning permission 
yet and the work will be 
done at Horace Eves over 
the next two years.” 

The 18 bed-sits at 
Horace Eves have a toilet 
and washbasin but no 
shower or bathing facil¬ 
ities, which are shared. 
The site is also on a 
number of levels and 
although there is a lift, it 
does not allow access to 
all the flats.

Walk-in clinic wins full 
support from partners 


MEMBERS of the Haverhill Part¬ 
nership group have given their 
unanimous backing to plans for a new 
walk-in health care clinic for the town 

Suffolk Primary Care Trust (PCT) wants to 
establish the first facility of its kind in the 
county in Haverhill. The £800,000 walk-in clinic 
will be open from 8am to 8pm, seven days a 
week, and could be up and running by next 
April. 

The plans were criticised at a town meeting 
to discuss the clinic last month, with some 
claiming it would not provide any new facilities 
that were not already available from the town’s 
GPs, who face a £300,000 cut to their budgets 
over the next five years. 

At a special partnership group meeting last 
week, it was agreed that the facility should be 
“welcomed with open arms” and that a letter 
should be sent to the PCT “enthusiastically 
supporting” the plan. 

Mick Smith, of the Haverhill Association of 
Voluntary Organisations, said: “It is the kind of 
service that Haverhill has been crying out for 
over the last 40 years and as far as we are 
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concerned it cannot come quickly enough. 

“However, you have to involve the doctors in 
this because they are the people we trust. 

“There is a site set aside for this kind of 
facility in the north of Haverhill where 750 
homes are being built and I would have thought 
that would be an ideal location for this, with 
adequate parking, which the centre of 
Haverhill does not have. 

“I welcome this with open arms, I think it is 
fantastic.” 

Melanie Craig, of the PCT, said facilities 
already provided by GPs such as treatment for 
minor injuries and minor surgery would be 
expanded within the new facility, which would 
be GP-led and developed with existing GPs. 

The consultation period was also being 
extended, and a local group would be formed to 
see what new outpatient and diagnostic 
facilities people wanted to see at the clinic. 

Julian Herbert, deputy chief executive of the 
PCT, said some of the consultation so far had 


showed that people were confusing plans for 
the clinic with cuts to doctors’ budgets, which 
he said was a separate issue. 

Mr Herbert said the budget cuts were part of 
a £3.3 million budget and it was up to GPs how 
they ran their business and whether they 
decided to lose doctors. 

He hoped the existing practices would bid to 
run the new centre, which would provide an 
overflow for their services which did not exist 
at present. 

Gordon Mussett, Haverhill Town Clerk, said 
the town’s recent Health Check survey had 
shown that improved medical facilities were a 
top priority 

Mike Dawson, corporate director of comm¬ 
unity at St Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
said Haverhill residents had been calling for 
better medical facilities for the town for many 
years. 

“We have the offer of investment for the first 
time in a long time in new medical facilities in 
Haverhill. I am really pleased that this 
partnership wants to grab that opportunity 
with both hands.” 


MP joins the 
fight for P.O. 

RESIDENTS campaigning to save their 
local post office have got the backing of 
an MP who says there is no sound basis 
for closing it. 

Richard Spring, Haverhill’s MP, has 
written to Laura Tarling, development 
manager for the Post Office’s national 
consultation team on closures, to express 
his fears about the closure of Chalkstone 
Post Office in Haverhill. 

Mr Spring said he was particularly 
concerned because 24 per cent of the 
population of Haverhill is over 65, well 
above the Suffolk average of 18 per cent 
and East of England figure of 16 per cent. 

He wrote: “I have visited the post office 
and the postmaster is determined to 
remain open. 

“The case put for the retention of this 
branch is very compelling. Chalkstone 
Post Office is situated in the local Londis 
store. It serves around 435 customers per 
week who rely upon it for the valuable 
services it provides. 

“The owner has invested a lot of 
money in his business and does not want 
to lose the post office outlet. I am bitterly 
disappointed that the decision has not 
been based on a detailed consideration of 
the viability of the post office. 

”We should be able to properly 
scrutinise the post office’s financial 
books to see if it is economically viable.” 

The MP says the nearest post office is 
nearly a mile away so closure would lead 
to “more congestion, more pollution and 
more expense” and many Chalkstone 
estate residents would struggle to walk. 

The post office was opened 10 years ago 
by Ravinder Rai, in his grocery store, 
following a campaign by residents. It 
serves about 1,000 homes on the estate, 
along with other housing developments. 

Mr Rai says he needs a part-time 
member of staff to run the post office 
with him, due to demand, and he does not 
know how the main branch would cope if 
his were lost.

Special gift for 
victim of crime 


INJURED great-grandmother 
Eileen Walker was horrified 
when she had £40 stolen in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital acci¬ 
dent and emergency 

But her shock turned to joy when a 
generous ambulance crew posted two 
crisp £20 notes through her door. 

Mrs Walker, 84, had gone to the 
Cambridge hospital with a head 
wound after a nasty fall at her home in 
Pentlow Hawke Close, Haverhill, last 
week. 

While waiting in A&E for 10 stitches 
to be put in, Mrs Walker visited the 
toilet and accidentally left her hand¬ 
bag behind. 

The ambulance crew found it, but 
minus the cash. 

She said: “I went to spend a penny 
and my mind was on other things as I 
thought the nurse might call my name 
to have my stitches done. 

“When I got outside I said to the 
ambulance lady that I had forgotten 
my handbag and she went to get it for 
me. She said to check my purse and 
when I did the money had gone. I had 
£40 as I have frozen meals delivered to 
the house and it was to pay for them 
the next day. 

“I was a bit annoyed, more than 
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anything, that someone could go into a 
hospital where people are upset and 
steal from them. I could not believe 
they could stoop so low.” 

But to her surprise, ambulance crew 
members Abigail Merrell and Andy 
Sprake dropped an envelope through 
her letterbox with replacement cash 
inside. 

“I could not believe it. I think it was 
wonderful what they did and they 
were so kind to me. I really did want to 
thank them in person,” said an 
emotional Mrs Walker. 

Her daughter, Eileen Randall, added: 
“We were absolutely furious and the 
people in A&E could not believe it, 
they kept saying: ‘They are scumbags’. 
You don’t expect that to happen in a 
hospital. 

“We could not believe it when we 
found the envelope from the amb¬ 
ulance crew. 

“They were crisp notes that had not 
come from anyone’s wallet or purse, 
they must have gone straight to the 
cash point to get them out. It was not 
their fault at all and it was such a 
lovely thing for them to do.”

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‘Memorials should 


serve as warnings’

THE mother of a road 
accident victim has bran¬ 
ded new council rules to 
remove flowers from 
crash sites “heartless”. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has formalised a policy 
to consider removing flowers 
left in memory of loved ones 
after 30 days. 

But Shirley Ling, who lost her 
20-year-old daughter, Gemma, in 
a tragic crash on the Ml in 2004, 
slammed the removal of flowers 
and memorials as “heartless” 
and says the home-made 
roadside memorials are a key 
part of the grieving process for 
some families. 

Mrs Ling, of Chapplewent 
Drive, Haverhill, said: “The 
argument that it is to keep 
roads safe does not really work. 
These should serve as warn¬ 
ings, especially to young people 
who think they are invincible, 
as to the consequences of what 
they do on the road - it can 
destroy not just one life, but the 
lives of whole families. 

“The memorial garden we 
created for my daughter is very 
important. There is nothing 
harder than trying to cope with 
the loss of a child and the 
garden is like keeping part of 
her alive. 

“Everyone grieves in their 
own way and families who lay 
down flowers often take great 
care of the sites - they should 
be allowed to keep them there as 
long as they need.” 

Mrs Ling was so moved by the 
grief of the Haverhill family of 
Stevie-Jay Sims, 17, who died in 
2006 on the A1307 in Linton, that 
she wrote to them. 

Her letter said: “My heart

goes out to you, her parents and 
sister, who I know will have 
feelings of numbness, disbelief 
and helplessness, that as 
parents there is nothing that 
can ever bring Stevie-Jay back 
to you.” 

Denise Sims, mother of Stev¬ 
ie-Jay said: “I am very upset 
about this. None of the flowers 
have caused an accident as far 
as I know and I can see how 
they could be seen as a dist¬ 
raction, but they are an ack¬ 
nowledgement of what happ¬ 
ened and it is important that is 
not covered up.” 

Mark Kemp, director of high¬ 
ways and access at the council, 
defended the rule saying it was 
a policy which has been ad¬ 
hered to for some time, but had 
simply been written down for 
the first time. 

Mr Kemp said: “We under¬ 
stand this is a very sensitive 
issue and flowers and mem¬ 
orials are an important part of 
the grieving process. 

“In general we don’t encour¬ 
age roadside memorials be¬ 
cause of road safety - people 
may become distracted by them, 
and they are often on busy and 
fast roads. Clearly if someone 
has been killed there may be a 
problem with the location and a 
memorial may not help. 


“But this is not about 
removing more permanent 
memorials people have placed 
without first talking to the 
families - we acknowledge a 
difference between flowers and 
memorials. We work closely 
with bereavement liaison 
officers from the police force to 
make sure that what we do is 
sympathetic.” 

Meanwhile, Chris Cullum, a 
former Haverhill town coun¬ 
cillor and campaigner for 
improvements to the not¬ 
orious A1307, accused the 
county council of being 
“embarrassed” by the number 
of memorials which had 
appeared and the fact that 
nothing had been done to halt 
the death toll on the road. 

He said: “I would like to 
know why they have suddenly 
decided to do this. I think this 
is going to make people even 
more angry about the fact that 
they are not doing anything 
positive about the road.”

A NOVEL way of 
keeping precious 
memories of babies 
before they grow up is 
offered by a sculptress 
with a studio in her own 
home. 

The Baby Sculpture 
Studio in Haverhill, 
recently launched by 
Lucie Whiting, is the 
latest business to 
support the Weekly 
News Buy Local 
campaign. 

Lucie lives with her 
husband,John and 
their children, 

Alexander, aged two, 
and Sophia, four 
months, just off the 
Market Square in 
Haverhill town centre. 
Lucie said: “I have been 
producing life-casts for 
family and friends for 
quite some time now 
and love seeing the 
excitement and 
happiness felt when I 
deliver these treasured 
mementos. 

“A casting session 
takes around 45 
minutes, but each life- 
cast takes hours of 
work to make it 
absolutely perfect, but 
the end result is worth 
it. Each sculpture 
produced is an exact 
replica of a little hand or 
foot, complete with 
fingerprints, wrinkles 
and little toes. 

“A baby life-cast 
enables you to capture 
those precious 
memories of your baby 
before they slip away.” 
Lucie has been an 
Ofsted-registered 
childminder since 2006 
and has plenty of 


experience of working 
with little ones and their 
parents. 

Both she and her 
husband have also 
undergone enhanced 
police checks and their 
home has been 
inspected and 
approved by Ofsted. 
Lucie produces high 
quality sculptures in a 
fine-cast marble effect, 
cold-cast bronze and 


cold-cast aluminium, 
which are exact replicas 
of a baby’s hands and 
feet, and that of 
parents, grandparents 
or older children. The 
casts can be painted 
and are presented on 
real marble plinths, or in 
handmade box frames. 
Moulds can be taken in 
the comfort of a 
customer’s own home 
or at Lucie’s studio.

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Addict back 
behind bars 
after thefts

A DRUG addict spared 
jail in February so he 
could get treatment for 
his addiction is back 
behind bars. 

Liam Darby, 23, was re¬ 
manded in custody until 
June 2 by magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds last week 
after they agreed his case 
should be committed to 
crown court. 

Darby, of Eastern Avenue, 
Haverhill, admitted burgling 
a house in Calford Drive, 
Haverhill, on April 7, where 
he stole a mobile phone, a 
police warrant card, credit 
cards and keys. 

He also admitted handling 
stolen goods between April 1 
and April 9 and going equip¬ 
ped for theft on April 9. 

He denied charges of 
burglary from a house at 
Gainsborough Road, Haver¬ 
hill, on April 6 and theft of a 
car stereo from a car in 
Haverhill on April 9. 

Rosalind Clark, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the charges were 
not suitable for summary 
trial as they involved night¬ 
time burglaries in homes 
that were occupied. She did 
not believe the magistrates’ 
powers of punishment were 
sufficient. Magistrates ag¬ 
reed to decline jurisdiction 
and remand Darby, who 
made no application for bail, 
in custody for six weeks. 

He was given an eight- 
month prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for two years, by the 
same court in February 
when magistrates spared 
him an immediate jail term 
so that he could seek help for 
his addiction. 

At the February hearing, 
the court was told that just 
four days after he was grant¬ 
ed bail for a string of theft 
offences, including breaking 
into vehicles, Darby was 



rushed to hospital after an 
overdose of heroin. 

He spent two days in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge recovering and 
was then remanded in cus¬ 
tody for possessing the Class 
A drug. 

Darby admitted being in 
possession of heroin on Jan¬ 
uary 25, as well as six char¬ 
ges of theft in December last 
year and asked for a further 
four theft offences to be taken 
into consideration. 

Kevin Lowson, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Darby was granted 
bail when he appeared for 
sentence on the theft charges 
in January on condition that 
he attended assessments for 
drug rehabilitation treat¬ 
ment. Just days later an 
ambulance was called to his 
home after he had taken a 
heroin overdose. Police found 
a spent syringe and another 
containing heroin. 

At one time Darby had 
been sleeping in his own car 
and told police he broke into 
a vehicle to find a place to 
sleep. 


County slammed over 
& 350 -a-day detectives 


A COUNCIL has been crit¬ 
icised for hiring £350-a-day 
detectives to crack down on 
staff bullying. 

Suffolk County Council is 
currently advertising for a 
number of part-time invest¬ 
igators as part of its anti¬ 
bullying policy, but a coun¬ 
cillor has slammed the new 
roles as unnecessary and 
argued it is a job for the in- 
house human resources de¬ 
partment. 

Labour deputy leader, 
Kevan Lim, said: “Why they 
need to go outside to pay 
£350 a day I don’t know. 

“I believe this reflects 


their whole attitude towards 
wasting money. 

“The daily rate is equiv¬ 
alent to an annual salary of 
£91,000, although deputy 
Tory leader Jane Storey said 
the position would only be 
filled as and when required. 

“If we can get someone to 
work as a mediator rather 
than go to court or a tri¬ 
bunal, it’s a lot cheaper for 
the council and the tax¬ 
payer.” 

The comments coincide 
with an inquiry into a move 
to pay the council’s new 
chief executive £200,000 a 
year.

HUNDREDS of “thoughtless” 
motorists were caught in a 
police clampdown last week. 

Last Friday’s day of action, code 
named Operation Guardian - Saving 
Lives, was the third day of action staged 
by police and other agencies in West 
Suffolk.

PCT gives hope to 
diabetes sufferers 


DIABETES sufferers in 
Haverhill could be among 
the first in the country to 
receive a new drug. 

Suffolk Primary Care Trust 
(PCT) has agreed to fund the drug 
treatment Exenatide and spec¬ 
ialists will now be able to use 
draft guidelines produced by the 
National Institute for Health and 
Clinical Excellence (NICE) to 
identify which patients will 
benefit from it. 

Dr Padmanabhan Badrinath, 
consultant in public health med¬ 
icine at the PCT, said specialists 
believe that up to 50 patients in 
the Suffolk PCT area will meet 
the NICE criteria. 

He said: “The PCT’s decision to 
follow the NICE guidelines and 
support the local diabetes con¬ 
sultants in giving their patients

the most appropriate and up-to- 
date medications available shows 
how closely we work with clin¬ 
icians and listen to them. 

“We heard evidence that Exen¬ 
atide is a clinically effective and 
cost-effective option for a small, 
specific group of patients which 
is why the clinical priorities 
group agreed to go ahead and 
follow the NICE draft guidelines. 

“As far as I’m aware, Suffolk 
PCT is one of only about half-a- 
dozen PCTs that has so far agreed 
to fund this drug.” 

Dr Badrinath, who is a member 
of the clinical priorities group, 
said Exenatide would be used by 
type two diabetes patients who 
are taking diabetes tablets but 


have poor diabetes control and 
have a high body mass index. 
These patients do not respond to 
normal doses of insulin and need 
high doses which make them put 
on weight, whereas Exenatide 
might help them to lose weight. 

Dr Badrinath said Suffolk PCT 
was expecting to spend up to 
£50,000 a year on the drug. 

Patients prescribed it are 
expected to be on the drug for life 
if they respond to the treatment. 
But Dr Badrinath emphasised it 
would benefit only a small, 
specific group of patients and 
will initially be prescribed only 
by hospital consultants. 

Exenatide would not be pres¬ 
cribed routinely by GPs as, being 
a new drug, patient progress 
would need to be closely moni¬ 
tored, he added.

[VERDICT 


THE Fiat Sedici is a 
surprising car. It looks the 
size of a small hatchback - a 
hatchback up on stilts at 
that - yet get inside it and 
you’ll find the first of your 
pleasant surprises. 

The deep blue of the test car is 
that of a metallic Tardis and, 
although it can make no 
comparisons to the BBC’s most 
famous time machine, it is 
certainly more spacious than it 
appears from the outside. 

Sit in any of the seats and there 
is more leg, head and shoulder 
room than you may first assume. 
The Sedici is not simply a normal 
car on raised suspension, but a 
hatchback with a higher roofline 
than usual. This high roof gives a 
large, light space to accommodate 
all heights of passengers. A small 
transmission tunnel and lack of 
awkward storage spaces keeps the 
rest of the cabin free of clutter, 
freeing up space and creating an 
airy car which makes excellent use 
of the space available. 

The second surprise offered is 
the handling. A tall car on high 
suspension really should not

handle as well as the Sedici. It 
sticks to the road fantastically well 
when thrown into a corner and 
gently understeers at more hectic 
speeds. 

This nimble handling is shocking 
in that the Sedici is aimed at the 
urban jungle rather than a twisting 
B-road but, set free from the con¬ 
fines of town, there is plenty of fun 
to be had. Best to leave the passen¬ 
gers at home though because the 
body does roll a fair bit giving the 
potential for on-land seasickness. 

At more normal levels of speed 
and cornering, the Sedici is a 
reasonable motorway runner, with 
the sixth gear making sure that it 
isn’t too noisy and the fuel 
consumption is good on long trips. 

Thankfully, the fun side of the

Sedici does not ruin its main brief 
- to get around town easily. The sus- 
pension damps the humps and 
bumps ever-prevalent on our roads 
nicely and the tall springs also pro¬ 
vide a high-ish driving position for 
better vision and the ability to not 
be intimidated by White Van Man. 

The 120bhp diesel engine pulls 
cleanly and with a reasonable 
amount of torque. Around town the 
1.9 litre unit returns around 35mpg 


and pulls nicely in any gear thanks 
to the 2061b ft of torque available. 

The Sedici is also almost the 
perfect practical height. Occupants 
climb in - not up or down - to the 
seats. This will be great for a large 
number of car buyers. 

Basically... 

A comfortable town car, with a good 
amount of practical space, not out 
of its depth on the open road.

THE new-look Ford 
Focus, launched in 
February, is expected to 
be worth up to £500 
more than the model it 
replaces when the first 
examples reach the 
second-hand market 
later this year, according 
to the used car valuation 
experts at 

EurotaxGlass’s. 

List prices for new 
examples will remain the 
same as the outgoing 
Focus - introduced in 
2004 - but improved 
styling and enhanced 
specification across the 
range should make the 


latest-generation model 
more desirable to used 
car buyers, suggests 
EurotaxGlass’s. 

“The Ford range is full 
of big sellers, and there is 
none bigger than the 
Focus, which has been 
the UK’s best-selling car 
every year since 1999,” 
comments Johnathan 
Brown, car editor at 
EurotaxGlass’s. 

“High sales volumes 
inevitably put pressure 
on the residual values of 
Fords - with so many 
examples of each car to 
choose from, buyers are 
spoilt for choice, and 


supply generally satisfies 
demand. 

“When the latest Focus 
hits the forecourts, 
however, stocks will be 
limited for the first few 
months. Prices will hold 
up fairly well, reflecting 
the low level of supply 
and the anticipated jump 
in demand for what many 
perceive to be a more 
attractive car compared 
to its predecessor.” 

When the used car 
market senses that the 
new model is available in 
greater numbers, the 
Focus may revert to type, 
as Brown explains. “An 


increase in supply is 
expected to erode the 
price premium, eventually 
leaving values only 
marginally ahead of the 
previous Focus. Much 
will depend on Ford’s 
approach to handling 
sales volumes. Putting 
significant quantities into 
short-term rental 
companies, for example, 
will bring a large number 
of units back to the 
second-hand market very 
quickly. If Ford takes a 
more controlled 

approach, values may 
remain relatively high for 
many months.”

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Cost is the reason for 
buying a green motor 


A What Car? survey 
reveals today that 
two-thirds of 

prospective new car 
purchasers will be 
looking to buy a 
greener vehicle in the 
next 12 months. 

However, 47 per cent of 
purchasers say they will be 
buying a greener car for 
financial reasons, while 
only 19 per cent say 
environmental issues are 
the main factors for their 
next car. 

Steve Fowler, What Car? 
group editor, said: “The 
Government will be 
pleased with this news 
coming so soon after 
Alistair Darling’s Budget. 
However, with the cost of 
living increasing and with 
wages failing to keep up, 
car buyers are saying 
financial pressures are of 
more concern than helping 
the environment.” 

Last month, Chancellor 


Alistair Darling announced 
a raft of measures in his 
first Budget designed to 
encourage motorists to buy 
more environmentally 
friendly cars. These 
measures included new 
Vehicle Excise Duty (road 
tax) bands that will come 
into force in 2009, which 
will make buyers of more 
polluting cars pay more in 
road tax. 

Plus, in 2010, the 
Government will introduce 
a so-called “Showroom 
Tax” where buyers of the 
most polluting cars will 
pay a new, higher rate of 
tax in the first year 
ownership, while new cars 
with carbon dioxide 
emissions of less than 
130g/km will not pay any 
road tax in the first year. 

“Even if you aren’t 
planning to buy a new car 
soon, motorists can still do 
their bit for their environ¬ 
ment by following the What 
Car? guide to greener 
driving,” said Fowler. 


1. Driving at 60mph uses up 
to nine per cent less fuel 
than at 70mph and, on 
more advanced vehicles, 
motorists can take 
advantage of cruise control 
- a steady speed is also 
more fuel efficient. 

2. Keep weight down - 
ensure your car is as free 
of clutter as possible, and 
remove roof and bicycle 
racks when not in use. 

3. Plan your journey and 
use a satellite-navigation 
system or on-line routing 
site before you set off. 
Getting lost or stuck in 
traffic pumps additional 
C02 into the atmosphere. 

4. Travel outside of rush 
hour to avoid congestion. 

5. Try not to use all of your 
car gadgets at once - they 
all use energy and 
contribute to your vehicle’s 
C02 output. 

6. Be a better driver and 
read the road ahead - hang 
back from the traffic in 
front so you don’t have to 
brake and accelerate every 


time it slows down and 
speeds up. 

7. Turn engines off when 
stuck in traffic or when 
waiting for passengers to 
arrive. 

8. Consider offsetting your 

emissions - look at websites 
such as 

www.climatecare.org that 
can help calculate your C02 
output. 

9. Look at car sharing, set 
up a system at your place of 
work or start a car-sharing 
school-run.

Classic cars are getting ever more desirable 


THE classic car cult is set to 
go large as more and more 
British drivers home in on the 
advantages of owning a car 
that is cheap to insure, doesn’t 
attract road tax, and has an 
easy-to-maintain engine.

The show has 
brought the return of DCI 
Gene Hunt, but this time the 
action takes place in the 
1980s, with Hunt swapping his 
Ford Cortina for an Audi 
Quattro. 

Robin Lawton, head of 
BCA’s Classics department, 
comments: “People are 
beginning to feel a sense of 
nostalgia for 1980s fashions,

Golf GTI, Rover SD1, Ford 
Cortina, BMW and Mercedes 
models of that era, several of 
which feature in our next 
classics sale.” 

Robin Lawton says classic

THE iconic Pirelli 
name is set to make 
a return to the Golf 
GTI range exactly 
25 years after the 
original made its 
debut as the new 
Volkswagen Golf 
GTI Pirelli is 
launched in the UK. 

Originally introduced 
in May 1983 the GTI 
Pirelli was based on the 
Mkl Golf and featured 
the distinctive Pirelli ‘P’ 
alloy wheels. The 
vehicle proved to be an 
instant hit with its 
planned production run 
of just 10,500 vehicles 
selling out within six- 
months. 

For 2008 the GTI 
Pirelli returns to the 
UK. Based on the MkV
